W h e rta s it has become matter o f public notoriety, 
that projects ire entertained by individuals in the North­ 
ern States of this I riion, for effecting the immediate 
Abolition o f Slavery in our si Her States, and that asso­ 
ciations have I icon formed for this end; and there is 
cause to believe tint the numbers and influence of these 
persons mid societies have been greatly exaggerated bv 
the apprehension* of many of our Southern brethren, 
and too probably by the sinister designs of others, who 
discern an occasion to promote in the South, disaffec­ 
tion to nor happy Union 
And in consequence of tho 
great and increasing exi iteinont prevailing upon this sub­ 
ject, it becomes our duty To attempt to calm the minds 
and «»sure the confidence o f the good people o f these 
States, by expressing the sense of ibis community upon 
these procedures. 
W o the citizens o f Boston, here as 
setvibled, lioreby make known our sentiments respecting 
this momentous subject, in the hope that the same may 
be favourably received and adopted by other communi­ 
ties and assemblies ol our fellow citizens, so that a 
public and general sentiment may lie demonstrated to 
exist in tin1 .North, adverse to these destructive projects. I 
YVe bold the truth to be indisputable, that the condition 
of slavery finds no advocates among our citizens 
our 
laws do not authorise it 
our principles revolt against 
it—-our citizens will 
not tolerate its existence among 
them. 
Rut although they hold these opinions they will 
not attempt to coerce their brethren in other States to 
conform to them. 
They know that Slavery with ail 
its attendant evils was entailed upon the South by the 
Mother Country, and so firmly engrafted upon their so­ 
cial »yrteiii that the Revolution, which sundered their 
political ties to Grant Britain, had no effect whatever hi 
loosening those which hound the slave to his master in 
the Colonial Slate. 
This condition o f things continued 
and existed at the adoption ot the Federal Constitution. 
By that sacred compact, winch constitutes the Ameri­ 
can I3«mn one nation, tho rights and jurisdiction o f tho 
Southern States wuit> ««cogoised and connrmed by all 
tho rent. 
T he actual state of their sociul relations'was 
the basts of that compact, and we disclaim the right, and 
disbelieve the policy, and condom- 
-iprn tvP %n .... 
effort« to impair or dwtwb solemn obligations thus iin- 
po.sed n{»»> ourselves by our free act, with a lull knowl­ 
edge of their nature and bearing upon the political sys­ 
tem ; and by an adherence to which we have together 
prospered in peace and triumpned in 
war for nearly 
half a century. 
Entertaining these views we solemnly protest against 
the principles and conduct of the lew , who in their zeal 
would scatter among our Southern Brethren firebrands, 
arrows and death. 
W e deplore* the* illusion of the 
greater (though we still believe a small) number of es­ 
timable moral and pious poisons, who, confiding in the 
purity of their motives, but blind to the appalling con- 
xequeneee, unconsciously co-operate with them in their | 
attempts to violate the sacred faith of treaties, and the 
plain principles of international law. 
And, above all, 
we regard with feelings of indignation and disgust, the 
intrusion upon our domestic relations of alien emissaries 
«sustained by the funds of a foreign people. 
Tho N a­ 
tional Government it. - uniformly acted upon the prin­ 
ciple of non-intervention in the domestic policy of for­ 
eign nations, and the people have imposed restraints 
Upon their sympathies and feelings, w hich, hud those 
only been consulted, would have led them to compel 
their Government to abandon its neutral position— 
surely the obligations which confederated State« ow e to 
each other, are not less sacred than those which regu­ 
late their conduct towards Foreign nations. 
The evils of 
Slavery lull more immediately on those among whom n 
exists, and they alone, by natural and conventional 
ught, are competent to make laws under which it shall 
he regulated, mitigated, abolished, or endured. 
Those 
evils can only be aggravated, to iho discomfort and dan­ 
ger of the master, and die prejudice and misery of the 
slave, by attempts to encroach upon this jurisdiction. 
th e re fo re R eso lved , That th eP eop loof tho United 
States, by the Constitution under which, by the Divino 
Blessing, they hold their most valuable political privi­ 
leges, have solemnly agreed with each other to leave to 
the respective Stales the jurisdiction appertaining to the 
relation« of muster and slave within their boundaries, 
and that no man or body of men except the People or 
Government« of those States can o f right do any act 
to dissolve or impair the obligations of that contract. 
Resolved, That we hold in reprobation all attempts 
in whatever gui-e they may appear, to coeroeunv o f tho 
United State* to abolish slavery by appeals to the terror 
ol tho master, or the passions of the slave. 
R esolved, That we disapprove of ail associations in­ 
stituted in the non-slave holding States with an intent lo 
act within the slave bolding Stules, upon the subject o f 
slavery in thus * Stales, without their consent. 
For the 
purport» of s caring freedom oi individual thought and 
< xpresiton, they are needless— and they are inexpedient, 
tn istnuch us they uiford lo those persons in the South­ 
ern States, whose object is to effect u dissolution o f tho 
Union, (h a in such there may be now or hereafter) a 
pretext lor the imtlieraime ol >iu*tr schemes. 
Resolved, 1 hat ad measures, tho natural and direct 
tendency o f which w to excite the slaves of the South to 
revolt, or o f spreading among them a spirit o f insubor­ 
dination, are repugnant to the duties of the man and the 
citizen, and that where such measures become mum* 
1st by overt act«, which are recognizable by constitu­ 
tional laws, we will aid by ail the means in our power 
tiie support of tnose laws. 
Resolved, that while we recommend to others the 
duty ol sacrificing their opinions, passions and sympa­ 
thies upon iho altar o f the laws, we are bound to show 
tiuil a regurd to the -upretnacy o f those laws is the rule

luuituous assemblies, all riotous or violent proceedings, 
all outrages on person afid properly, . uj all ¡¡legal no­ 
tions of the right or duty o f executing summary and 
vindictive justice in any mode unaanctioned by law.
